|Finds Airman Dead 


Champion “‘Chutist” Rescues 
Eskimo Husky in Northland 


Capt. William R. Jacobs, 38-year-old flight surgeon of ios 
Alaskan Division Air Transport Command, USAAF, with 22) 
parachute leaps to his credit is thought to hold all records for|

His most recent descent, when 
he bailed out at night into the 
wilderness of Northwest Canada 
to find a lost flier dead in the 
wreck of his plane but rescued 
the victim’s Eskimo dog, marks 
another epic of the Northland’s 
dramatic battle of man against 
the elements. 

With the temperature below zero 
much of the time, Captain Jacobs 
spent six days and nights camped 
}on the shore of the ice-clad lake 
where the crackup occurred. The 
lost flier, Capt. George C. 
Roundup, Mont. a pilot attached to 
Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, had 
been killed instantly. 


TRAPPED IN PLANE 
For five and a half days, 
had been trapped in the rear cock- 
pit of the overturned ship in such 
that his tail had frozen into 
the icy lake. Captain Jacobs had to 
chop it loose. The dog has entirely 
recovered from his experience. 

Captain Dorris was overtaken by 
a storm Novy. 5, as he flew toward 
Alaska, alone except for “Sack- 
time”, the now full-grown husky he 
had acauired as a pup in an Eskimo 
village near Nome. It is believed 
the captain attempted to land his 
single-engined training plane on the 
frozen surface of the lake, partially 
broke through and nosed over. The 
spot is about 120 miles north of Fort 
Nelson, B.C., near Trout Lake, a 
larger body of water. 

The Alaskan Division's search 
and rescue squadrons swung into 
action the moment Captain Dorris 
was reported overdue but the 
storm continued, hindering oper- 
ations, It was November 10, five 
days later, before the wrecked 
plane was spied from the air by

Excuses From Cardin 


Hon. P. J. A. Cardin, who resigned’from 
the Government two years ago rather than 
agree to the conditional despatch of 
drafted men overseas, gave parliament on 
Thursday in plain and concise language the 
ground on which he and his fellow-isola- 
tionist leaders were opposed to implement- 
ing Bill 80. Canada, he said, had done too 
much in the war already; and should fol- 
low Australia’s example and recall the 
Canadian troops from the European zone. 

This is not something new. It is the 
substance of the isolationist creed as this 
applies to the war situation in the present 
phase. To say that Canada has done “too 
much” is to say that this is not really our 
war. but a war into which we entered un- 
der a chivalrous and uncalled-for impulse 
to help Britain and the other British coun- 
tries. For obviously no country can do “too 
much” to defend itself if its fate is actually 
at stake , 

How, it would be interesting to know, do 
these gentlemen explain the presence of 
United States’ armies in the fighting lines 
in Europe? Did that country go into the 
war just from a neighborly desire to help 
hard-pressed Britain? And do Mr, Cardin 
and his friends think Washington has done 


“too much” in throwing the whole weight 
of its war machinery, which could be 
spared from the Pacific, into the effort to 
smash German militarism? Do they sug 


gest that President Roosevelt should call 
home these armies from Europe and let 
Russia and Britain win or lose as the case 
might be? 

And if Canada should follow the Aus- 
tralian example, how far should we follow 
it? Australia recalled its fighters from Eu- 


rope only to put them into the battle 
against Japan. Do Mr. Cardin and his 
friends propose that Canada’s army be 


brought back from Europe and sent to the 
Orient? Not at all. Their demand simply 
is that the men be brought home and kept 
here—leaving it to others to do all the 
fighting in the one theatre as in the other, 

It is plain enough from this that the ex- 
minister was casting about for pretexts to 
support a case, not stating the line of rea- 
soning by which he and his associates had 
arrived at that position. The “too much” 
claim is nonsense unless they take the view 
that Canada is not vitally involved in the 


defeat of Nazism. The reference to Aus- 
tralia gives away the whole labored at- 


tempt to find excuses for isolationism in an 
age when isolation is national suicide; for 
nothing is farther from the minds of Mr, 
Cardin and his friends than that Canada

Judge China Fairly 


It is reported that Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and his wife are separated from 
each other and that Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek will likely make her home, hereafter, 
somewhere in the United States. 

This story, whether it is true or false, 
will doubtless add to the acrimony which 
has been subtly introduced, lately, into dis- 
cussions about China. 

Up until less than a year ago, China was 
hailed as one of the triumphs of democracy 
and her leader, Chiang Kai-shek, was idol- 
ized as a tremendous patriot devoted to 
world peace and security. 

This adulation, of course, was plainly 
overdone. Everyone was aware, vaguely or 
with some certainty, that China could not 
possibly be the democratic paragon she 
was pictured. Nevertheless this extrava- 
gance was the fashion, and it was widely 
indulged. 

Suddenly the pendulum swung. We were 
told of dissensions among Chinese leaders 
which slowed up the war against Japan. 
We were informed that Chiang was more 
of a war lord than a democratic leader. 

And so the fashion changed to abuse of 
China. Newspaper columnists and radio 
commentators have gone out of their way, 
in the past few months, to picture China 
and the Chinese as a war liability and as 
people who were not bearing their fair load. 

Doubtless this new scandal about the 
Chiang family will accelerate this ten- 
dency. It will be a dangerous and most un- 
just development if it does. 

Surely Canadians can make an effort 
to judge China fairly and dispassionately, 
to set off her many sacrifices against the 
alleged lukewarmness of her leaders, Sure- 
ly, if we must debit China with the self- 
aggrandizement of Chiang Kai-shek (if 
that is true), we can credit her, with equal 
eagerness, with the fine unselfish patriot- 
ism of so many of her people. 

This is a time to be both logical and 
just.

Shortage Slows Up the 
Advance on European 


Fronts

The most important statements 
in several weeks have come from

It should be recognized that no 
matter what the inherited shape 
of the leg—large, small, short 
long—it should have straight and 
strong bones, if the general nu 
trition is all that it ought to be 

When the child's legs bend in 
or out (bowleges or knock 
knees), when the ankle bones 
curve toward each other or are 
exaggeratedly prominent, one has 
to suspect that at some time or 


another the jutrition has been 
faulty and the growth of the 
bones has been influenced by 


those deficiences, 

The minerals which are present 
tn the diet have a special affinity 
for the bones, teeth and nervous 
system. In the body’s effort to de 
posit minerals where they are most 
needed, vitamin D is an enormous 
aid.

NO SALAD, NO DESSERT 
In the east, people were sill con 
fused and fashion-ridden about 
serving salad. In some of the 
starchy eating places (before the 
war) they seemed to think it was 
the correct thing to serve the 


salad only when you were pretty | 


well fed up and wondering whether 


|you should linger to pack in 400 


surplus calories in the form of des 


!sert just in case you could get 
nothing more to eat for a day or 
two 


Whether Emily Post ordains it or 
not, serving the salad in the middle 
or at the end of a meal is wrong 
from the viewpoint of good nutri- 
tion and good health. The salad 
should come first in a well balanc- 
ed meal (whatever that may mean) 
and it should be required eating 

By a real or proper salad I mean, 
children, a dish of herbs, any kind 
or combination of greens, vege- 
tables, or relishes suitable to eat 
raw. To the dish may be added any 
kind of raw fruit that may be in 
season or available in fresh condi- 
tion. So long as these essentials 
are complied with, it is a question 
of individual preference what con- 
diment, seasoning or dressing to 
use. 

From the nutrition and health 
viewpoint there should be a taboo 
against incorporating cooked vege- 
tables or cooked fruits in salads. 

This is no mere freak fancy. The 
fundamental purpose of salad in a 
meal is to supply much needed 
minerals and vitamins which are 
so largely lost from foods that are
